Six firemen were buried under the falling 


fron walis of the hay store of the Luehr- 
mann Hay and Grain Co. at Second and 
Olinton streets at 2 o'clock Saturday after- 
loon. 

It is believed that all the men were res- 
cued. They were seriously injured, some 
of them probably fatally. All were taken 
te the North Side Dispensary. 

The store was filled with hay and the 


fire spread rapidly to every part of the 
two-story structure. 
The flames first burst’ out in the south- 


east corner of the building. The origin is 


wnknown.

burning building, were caught under tlie 
debris without a moment's notice. 

A string of box cars on a siding near the 
Durning warehouse caught fire and hin- 
@ered the work of the firemen.

Aithough they are 
charged with taking human life, he sees 
no reason to take aetion against them un- 
til an indictment is returned by the grand 
jury. 

McAuliffe had a bad character, the chief 
said,’ and insinuated that it made little dif- 
ference even if Kennedy or Burke did kill 
him.

St Louis Attorney Was Aboard the 
Empress of India When She 
Rammed Chinese Warship.

Paul Reiss, attorney, member 
the House of Delegates and 
witness in two St. Louis boodle «trials, 
Was a passenger on the Canadian steamer 
Empress of India when she collided with 
the Chinese warship, Huang-Ti, off the 
port of Hong Kong, China, last Tuesday 
morning 

The captain and 18 of the crew of the 
Chinese crulser were drowned, the battle- 
ship sunk and the Empress of India dam- 
aged severely amidships. 

A cablegram from Hong Kong since 
received from Mr. Reiss by business ass0- 
Clates states that he is “O. K..’’ and that 
he ‘‘will write.’’ 

It is inferred from this that the young 
ex-representative of the Twenty-elghth 
ward escaped injury in the collision and 
that he will forward an account of the 
thrilling episode by the first ma'l. 


The Empress of India belongs to the 
Canadian Pacific railway line. It left Van- 
couver, B. C., July 27. Mr. Reiss took 


passage there. intending to go to the Phil- 
ippines via Hong Kong. His trip is in the 
interest of a St. Louis brewing company 

According to cable dispatches the Em- 
press of India was in command of Lieut. 
O. P. Marshall, carried 25 cabin passengers 
and had 250 Chinese in the steerage. 

The steamer was constructed tn England 
and is considered one of the figest of the 
Canadian Pacific iine. being 440 feet long 
and over 3000 tons net register. 

The cruiser with which the Canadian 
steamer collided was attached to the naval 
engineering college of the Southern Chinese 
squadron at Nanking, She was of 2110 tons 
displacement, 260 feet long, had %6-foot 


beam and drew 20 feet of water.

The cruiser was bullt In England, 

her armament consisted of three seven- 
inch Krupp guns, seven 40-pounders and 
six small rapid fire guns. he was also 


fitted with two torpedo tubes.

The range of nationality In the wailt- 
revses would indicate that the old man 
had gathered his family from as many 
countries as Solomon did his wives. From 
air Gretchens to swarthy daughters cf 
Italy and saucy American firis, they 
swarmed about the confines of Brits 
Adolphy's maiden utopia.

HAVANA AND ST. LOUIS. 

Senor Pedro Buzzi, special commissioner of the city of Ha- 
vana to investigate the subjects of garbage disposition and 
street paving in the United States, will not learn anything in 
St. Louis about garbage disposition. 

They have a most satisfactory garbage system in Havana, 
but they don’t want to lose the benefit of any good idea. 
Hence Senor Buzzi’s tour. Such devotion to public interest, 
with no private profit in it, is extraordinary. 

In Havana “the city does the work.” says Senor Buzzi. 
“We collect the garbage every night and haul it out to sea. 
When a report is made to the commissioner in charge that 
garbage is not collected in a certain place, the inspector is 
called upon to make a formal report, explaining his negligence. 
If he does not promptly and thoroughly explain he is dis- 
charged.” 

Prodigious! In St. Louis, when such a complaint is made 
to the “commissioner in charge” the citizen is told to go to, 
or “come off” or gets some such irrevelant advice. 

The Havana system came in with the Americans. Under 
Spanish rule “we had contractors,” says Senor Buzzi, “and 
they did just about as they liked.” 

How familiar that sounds! And yet the Spanish rule end- 
ed in these parts more than a hundred years ago. How does 
it happen that Havana gets rid of Spanish garbage ideas in 
five years while we are still in the muck after a century of 
Americanism?

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PUNISH THE SCORCHERS.

ABOUT DRAGONS, 


Dragons were important animals in an- 
cient and medieval natural history. Unwl 
comparatively recent time no ancient ever 
thought of questioning the eistence of t!s 
most formidable of beasts. The annals 
of Winchester for 1177 gravely state that 
‘in this year dragons were seen of many 
in England.’’ Gesner, professor of natural 
history at Zurich, gives a detailed descrip- 
tion of the dragon, while Aldrovandus, in 
his “History of Serpents and Dragons,” 
published in 1640, devotes 50 pages to the 
monster. A good specimen of a dragon 
would seem to have been a beast about the 
size of a sheep, incased in a coat of scaics 
which shone like silver. Its back was »€r- 
rated like a saw. It possessed a long tutl, 
a pair of batlike wings, four heavily 
clawed feet, a wolvine head, the jaws of 
which were armed with very tormidable 
teeth. The tongue was barbed and fire 
and fury issued from the monster's mouth 
and the head bore a crest. Dragons were 
the most wicked and vindictive of creat- 
ures. They seem always to have been .n a 
towering rage and spent the greater por- 
tion of their time in: rushing up and aown 
the earth destroying everything that came 
in their path. The origin of dragons was 
a disputed point among medieval natura!- 
ists. Some maintained that these aniinals 
were generated by the heat of India; others 
were of opinion that the volcanoes of Kth!- 
opia veed to belch forth the monsters. One 
scientist, John Leo by name, declared the 
dragon to be a hybrid, a cross between an 
eagie and a wolf.
